
GRAVES COUNTY: 
WOOLDRIDGE MONUMENTS HONOR FAMILY 

Sixteen life-size statues present a unique site in Maplewood 
Cemetery. Col. Henry Wooldridge conceived them as a 
memorial to his family, and they represent him, his family, a 
deer, a fox and his favorite hunting dogs, Tow-Head and Bob. 
All of the pieces – except Wooldridge’s – are Kentucky made. 
His was created in Italy. Curiously, only Wooldridge is actually 
buried in the family plot.
